The 
shares should, therefore, the Commissioners 
aid, be valued on the basis of the excess of 
gssets over lialnlities in the winding’ up, an 
excess which they estimated at £25,882 -7s. 
64, but which, petitioners were advised, 
would not at most exceed £22,500, which 
would be reduced if x allowance for bad 
jebts was insufficient. The petitioners con- 
tended that the estimate of the Commiss.oners 
was excessive, and that the basis of valuation 
sdopted by the Commissioners did not eonp!y 
with the provisions of Section 7 (5) of the 
Finance Act, 1894, which provided “har, for 
the purposes of assessment « ta daty the 
‘ncipal value of any pro“ ‘y should be esti- 
mated to be the price which such property 
would fetch if sold in the open market at the 
time of the death of the late Mr. Smyth. 
The Revenue Commissioners in their an- 
ewer to the petition stated that it was not 
correct to state that they had valued the 
shares at 22s. 6d. each, though that was the 
figure reached bv dividing by the number of 
shares held by the late Mr. Smyth, the value 
laced by them on all the shares. Thev did 
not admit that the value placed on the shares 
held hy the late Mr. Smyth was excessive. 
but thev did admit that the estimate was 
hased on the assumntion that a purchaser or 
purchasers of the shares would havea control 
of the comnanv enabling him or them volun- 
tarilv to wind it ups and they contended that 
approximately two-thirds of the average net 
trading profits over the five years’ period had 
heen absorbed by the three directors, which, 
having recard to the size of the company was 
disproportionately great. : 
THE JUDGMENT. 
Mr. Justice HIanna, in the course of his 
jndgment, said thet theecompany of Robert 
Smvth and Sons, Ltd., was a private com- 
business hr ~ heen carried on by 
family from father to son for 
aimost a century, and rnder Article 25 of the 
Aricles of Association the transfer of the 
shares was restricted inasmuch as the direc- 
tors had power to refuse to revister a transfer 
toa transferee of whom théy did not approve. 
There was no onen market for such shares, 
and f'e Court had to reconstruct a hypo- 
thetical market in which “to ohtain a price for 
the shores. That was one of the difficulties 
of assessment In the ease, and the other mai» 
dificulty wes that the -h--es were subject 
to a restriction upon trensfer-. Though 
mime arestions raised in this case had not 
subiect of legal authority. thet

e company. In this his lordship thought 

the Commissioners were right. : 
eg The first question presented for considera- 
pass on the petition was whether the givi. 
end-earning capacity of the company was the 
sole or proper test of the value of the shrres 
in the hypothetical open market. The 
Revenue Commissioners submitted that not 
only was it not a test, but even if it was to he 
considered at all the figures presented by the 
petitioners must he severely criticised. The 
contention of the Revenue Commissioners was 
that the earning capacity of the company 
was not represented by the averace of 5.3 for 
the last six years’ trading, but by a figure of 
12 per cent. On this subject the principal 
item in dispute was the method and amount 
of remuneration of the two directors. The 
witnesses for the Revenue submitted that the 
directors’ remuneration at a figure of £3,000 
rer annum for such a business was out of 
all proportion to the value of their services 
or the nature of the business, and was such 
as no public company would pay, running 
the business on a commercial basis. In this 
his lordship agreed, but, on the other hand, 
considerable weight must be given to the 
view put forward by the petitioners that it 
was a family company, where greater Jati- 
tude would be given in the’remuneration of 
the directors, who were the principal 


“Owners, and that it was a unique business 


in which both the directors had special 
knowledge and to which they gave constant 
daily attention, and had a special personal 
relationship with the majority of the cus- 
tomers. A purchaser in a hypothetical mar- 
ket of any of these shares would recognise 
the value of these factors, and make due al- 
lowance for much more than the ordinary re- 
muneration. The evidence on either side went 
into great detail, and after the considera- 
tion of it his lordship thought that this 
company could be fairly regarded as one 
capable of earning on a aommercial basis 10 
per cent. on its capital, and he so found. 

But if this was to be taken as the principal 
test, continued his lordship, it must be sub- 
ject to the consideration, on the one hand, of 
the restriction upon the transfer of the shares, 
and, on the other, of the added value by 
reason of the splendid security of the com- 
party’s position. 

RESTRICTION OF TRANSFER, 

There was only one measure of value in 
this case that was almost agreed upon. It 
was clear from the evidence of the stock- 
brokers and accountants who were called as 
witnesses that, in the case of a private trading 
company with a restriction such as this on 
the transfer of the shares, a 10 per cent. divi- 
dend was generally regarded as giving par 
value to the shares. Being of opinion that 
the contention of the petitioners—namely, 
that the dividend-earning capacity was the 
only test—could not be sustained, and that 
these other matters he had mentioned must 
be taken into consideration, he was also of 
opinion on the evidence that the principal 
matter that influences a purchaser in such a 
case 1s the return upon the money invested 
by him in the purchase of the shares. The 
Revenue Commissioners had presented a con- 
trary view. They said that the most likely 
purchaser would be some one desiring a 
block of shares, buying them en bloc for 
the purpose either of obtaining control of 
the firm so as to extinguish it or amalgamate 
it with some other firm, or, for the purpose 
of pure speculation, to wind up and take his 
profit on the excess of the realisable assets 
over liallities, Onthisassumption there was, 
undoubtedly, much in the view they submitted, 
as such a purchaser would not pay much 
attention to the dividend-earning capacity of 
the company. His lordship thought that the 
weakness underlying the submission of th» 
Revenue Commissioners was the assumption 
that the shares am this case. would be neces 
sarily, or even likely, sold ew bloc to one 
purchaser. He did not think that the section 
of the Act contemplated in the term “ open 
market” not only a market which is hypo 
thetical, but also only hypothetical purchasevs 
wanting a block of shares. In his judgment, 
one must take into consideration the possi 
bility of the shares being divided among 
several purchasers, either members of the 
family or of the public. In visualising this 
hypothetical open market, he considered that 
it might contain some persons ]cokifig merely 
for a return for their money in a going 
concern, or some members of tha, fami!s 
anxious to buy, and, perhaps, willing to give 


more than the ordinary buyer in order to 


| keep the business in the family, as well as 


| 


the block purchaser who wanted to wind-up 
the company for some reason, or to have a 
profit on his speculation. 

In his opinion the testriction on transfer 
was, to an extent, a clog on the shares, by 
reason of which some diminution in value 
would ensue,gsave in the hands cf the family. 
and that ij was an element that would 
influence an ordinary or anv purchaser, not 
as a sole or, perhaps, even a principal guide, 
but as a considerable make-weight in his 
price. In his opinion, in estimating the price. 
every advantage and disadvantage to the 
company, and every benefit and clog attach- 
img to the share, as well as the nature of the 
particular company, must be considered. Ac 
cording as the facts differed more weight 
would be given to one element than to 
another. One must consider the profit-earning 
canacitv, the return for the purchaser's in- 
vestment, the general solvency of the com- 
pany, the extent of the security in the shape 
of assets, the nature of the management. 
the objects of the company, its methods of 
business, the capital value of the assets of the 
company, the restrictions upon the transfer 
of the shares, and the amount of liabilities. 
On some of these elements persons accustomed 
to value could place a relevant figure, but the 
test for some of the others was merely 
general business experience. In his iudgment 
the profit-earning capacity of the share was 
{he most important item, and would be most 
prominent in the mind of the purchaser in 
this case. ‘When I say ‘ profit-earn- 
ing capacity ,” continued his lordship, 
“I mean profit-earning on a reason- 
able commercial basis for a company 
such as may be under consideration, not 
necessarily as appearing on the balance 
sheets, which may, for reasons of the pro- 
rietors, be prepared on a particular basis. 
But while that is in the foreground, one must 
consider as a definite and well-marked back- 
ground the capital value of the share. It 
may operate either to increase or @ecrease 
the price as the case may be.” ! 

His lordship found that the shsees, taking 
into consideration the nrestrictiou upon the 
transfer, were about par value on a suitable 
profit-earning basis. He thought that the 
returns given in evidence for the Revenue, 
which were on the basis of a sale as a going 
concern or at break-up value, were too high. 


He was not sure that the purely arithmetical 


basis was satisfactory, as there were some 
elements of security that did not appear on 
balance sheets.. Mr. Brock, one of the 
witnesses for the Revenue Commissioners, 
estimated the value of the strength of the 
compary as worth an additional 25 per cent. 
on the price of the share. Mr. Walkey, 
the petitioners’ accountant, added ás. to his 
12s per share for what he called security 
and solvency. These percentages gave his 
lordship some guide, and would bring his 
figure over that fixed by the Ceanmissioners, 
but he did not propose to alter their value,

The hearing of the petition in the matter 
of the estate: duty on the property passing 
on the death of the Right Hon. Baron Clon- 
curry was continued. The petition, which 
was brought by the Hon. Kathleen E. M. 
Lawless, of Lyons, Newcastle-Lyons, Co. 
Dublin; daughter of the late Lord Cloncurry, 
raised the question whether certain property 
that was settled on the marriage of Lord 
Cloncurry was liable to estate duty in the 
Free Siate and was aggregable with his pro- 
perty in County Limerick. The petitioner 
submitted that it was not, contending that 
the settiement, at its inception and through- 
out, was an English settlement; aud the 
Revenue Commissioners, on the other hand, 
submitted that it was, contending that the 
settlement was, or was deemed to hows been, 
an Irish settlement, and that at the date of 
the settlement Lord Cloncurrv was domiciled 
and resided in the area now comprised in the 
Free State. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C:; Mr. FitzGibbon, K.C., 
and Mr. Newett (instructed by Messrs. White 
and White) appeared for the petitioner; and 
Mr. McCann, K.C.; Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., 
and Mr, O'Sullivan (instructed by Mr. MH. 
Collins, Revenue Solicitor) for the Revenue 
Commissioners. 

THE LEGAL OWNERSHIP. 

Resuming his opening statement, Mr. 
Jellett referred to documents and accounts for 
the purpose of showing that: the legal control 
of the funds of the settlement was. placed 
in the trustees, who were resident in Eng- 
land, and that there was no trust fund in 
any part of Ireland at any time, and said 
that once Lord Cloncurry executed the settle- 
ment the legal ownership passed from him 
to the trustees, and from that time on the 
legal owners were the trustees. Here, he 
continued, they found a power to invest in 
copvhold, a thing one never saw in an Irish 
settlement. Jf an Irishman invested monev 
in English real estate he would not pay 
estate duty here. 

Counsel referred to a number of authorities 
in support of his argument that domicile was 
exhauste’’ when the legal ownership and 
control of the property had passed from Lord 
Cloncurry. 

Mr. McCann, for the Revenue Commis- 
sioners, stated that the first three of the four 
propositions waich he _ proposed to put 
before the court were propositions on 
which both Mr. Jellett and he were 
agreed. The first was that in order that 
property might constitute a succession liable 
to duty in this country the successor must be- 
come entitled thereto by virtue of the laws 
of this country. The second was that in 
applying this test in a succession 
arising under a =~“marriage settlement 
the question to be answered was, by what 
law was it intended by the parties that the 
marriage contract involved in the settlement 
should be governed. The third was, the test 
must be applied as of the date of the marriage 
settlement. The settlement will be held to 
be governed by the law the parties had. in 
view when the marriage was entered into ; and 
the fourth was, the marriage settlement will 
be held to be governed by the law of matri- 
monial domicile in the absence of reason to 
the contrary.

DRAWING UP OF A CONVEYANCE. 
(BEFORE MR, HANNAN.) 

Mr. William G. Wakely, Secretary of *he 
Incorporated Law Society, summoned Aylmer 
C. Kelly, auctioneer, carrying on business as 
Hazley and Company, Main street, Blackrock, 
for having, in expectation of a fee or reward, 
acted or practised as conveyancer without 
being qualified to do so. Mr. A. E. Walker, 
solicitor, defended. 

The act complained of, it was stated, was 
in the drawing up of an agreement or convey- 
ance, purported to be dated 17th November, 
1930, between Edward W. Hall and Miss C. 
McClenaghan. 

Mr. Lupton, K.C. (instructed by Mr. E. H. 
Burne, solicitor), who appeared for the com- 
plainant, said that he regretted to say that 
cases of the kind were not uncommon. In 
many instances the drawing up of agreements 
resulted in serious loss of money. The prac- 
tice was fairly general, but it was difficult to 
establish 1t. 

FEE SOUGHT. 

Miss McClenaghan, in evidence, said that 
she was at one time in possession of the 
cottage Kill o’ the Grange under an agree- 
ment. After seeing an advertisement, she 
saw the landlord, Mr. Hall, on two occasions. 
An agreement as to terms having been 
reached, they went to the offic.; of Messrs. 
Hazley, auctioneers. An agreement was read 
over to her, and she signed. She went into 
possession, and remained in occupation for 
some time. Afterwards she received a letter 
from Messrs. Hazley and Compary asking for 
one guinea for drawing up the agreement. 
She also had to pay £1 for stamp duty. She 
later got a letter from Messrs. Hazley asking 
her to pay one guinea, but stating that, if 
she did not feel inclined to do so, they would 
not press the matter. 

Mr. Hannan (to Mr. Walker)—May I take 
it that your client is pleading guilty?

DANGER OF SALMON POACHING. 
The Dublin Board of Fishery Conservatois 
sued the Modern Ice and Cold Storage Com- 
pany, Ltd., Islandbridge, for failing to pro- 
vide a grating or other means to prevent 
salmon, or salmon fry, from passing into the 
turbine at their premises at Islandbridge. 

Mr. EF. H. Burne, solicitor, appeared for 
the complainants, and Mr. Corrigan, solicitor, 
defended. 

Michael McNamara, head water bailiff, 
said that there were three sluices leading 
under the mill premises. The great migration 
of salmon was in April and May, and in 
December, January and February spawning 
fish went up the rivers. The salmon could 
get up the river and get into a large space 
under the building, where they would be out 
of sight, and anything might happen to 
them. What was wanted was some grating 
put up that would prevent the fish from 
getting into the space under the building. 

In reply to Mr. Corrigan, the witness said 
that one opening was still unprotected. Two 
had gratings fixed to them, and one was to 
be closed altogether. 

Anthony Woodnott, Secretary of the 
Salmon Anglers’ Association, said that the 
danger was that when the salmon went out 
of sight poachers and such like people might 
get at them. 

Mr. Corrigan said that his clients had been 
left under the impression that this grating 
was not necessary. He admitted the offence, 
but submitted that the plaintiffs had misled 
his clients as to what was wanted, 

A fine of £1, with £15 15s. costs, was

the committee concerned with the Museum 
and Art Gallery has decided to open the 
institution for a couple of hours on Sunday 
afternoons during the summer months, so 
that its pictures, sculpture, objects of art, 
relics and curios of past ages may be in- 
spected by a very -arce section of the com- 
munity who otherwise can have no oppor- 
tunity of seeing these treasures. 

-The decision to open the portals of the 
galleries was, however, only secured by a 
small majority, and, as it has still to be 
ratified by the Corporation, the final result

educative and uplift- 
ing. The exhibits in 
the halls devoted to 
specimens  illustrat- 
ing progress through 
the centuries are ar- 
ranged methodically, 
so that even school 
children, who come 
in large numbers, 
may see and learn.

THE WILD BIRDS’ SYMPHONY. 


The protection of wild birds has been 
the subject of frequent discussions in 
Northern Ireland for a long time past, and 
Free State legislation in that respect has 
occasionally been mentioned as un 
example worthy of emulation. However 
that may be, the preservation of bird life 
makes a strong appeal to most people, 
and efforts are now being made to pro- 
vide safeguards and sanctuary for the 
feathered songsters of field and forest. In 


the Northern Senate this week a bill to | 


consolidate, simplify and amend existing 
legislation, as it affects the protection of 
wild birds, will be presented by Mr. T. 
J. Campbell, K.C., the Nationalist leader. 
It is supported by two Unionjst Senators. 
the Right Hon. Samuel Cunningham and 
Mr. J. Hill Dickson, as well ak by the 
solitary Labour member, Mr. R. Dorman. 
and another Nationalist, Mr. T. $. 
McAllister. 

The measure provides that it shall be 
unlawful to take or kill birds on Sun- 
days, and provision is made for the 
creatign of bird sanctuaries, while it also 
deals with the proltibition of certain 
methods of taking or killing birds, the 
taking of birds for sale alive, the shooting 
of captive birds, and the setting up of a 
wild birds’ advisory committee.

The announcement that a Customs Union 
is being arrangéd between the German 
Reich and the Áustrian Republic has been 
received with surprisé throughou ot t Europe. 
This Customs, Union will come into force 
next bby noi fas aill result will be the 
complete disappearance of the tariff frontier 
between the two eountries, It will differ 
in many respects from the Zollverein 
which formed the basis of the German 
Empire. Each State will preserve its 
political independence, and the promoters 
of the plan have “been at pains to lay 
particular stress upon this aspect of the 
agreement. A special arrangement will be 
made in regard to the collection of tariffs 
against ather countries. Each country 


‘will maintain its ówn system of tariffs in 


regard to the outside world, and there will 
be a division of revenue on an actuarial 
basis, Goods destined for Berlin, say, 
from Rumania, will be taxed on the 
Austrian border, while ‘those consigned to 
an Austrian town from, say, England, will 
be taxed at Hamburg, with a consequent 
saving of time and trouble. Both countries 
will benefit by the change. Germany im- 
ports considerable quantities of industrial 
products from Austria, who purchases 
very substantial supplies of agricultural 
produce from her powerful neighbour. As 
a purely economic measure there can be no 
doubt that the scheme is admirable; it 
stands in sharp contrast to the insane 
tariff war that has been raging on the 
Continent since the Armistice. 

If this had been 
arranged between Germany and Denmark, 
it would have been applauded universally. 
The fact that it has been made with 
Austria makes all the difference.

SAFE MILK. 

TO THE EDITUR OF THE IRISH TIMFS. 

Sim,—May one who is not a politician com- 
ment a little on your leading article in last 
Saturday's use entitled ‘‘Milk and 
Eolitics?” our leader writer is correct 
in saying that there is no real supervision 
of the Free States milk supply, but he 
overstates the case when he says that “ few 
of her citizens can be sure that to-morrow 
morning's milk will not poison them.” It 
depends upon where the citizens procure their 
milk. ere is plenty of milk available in 
Dublin which is both sound and safe. If 
the citizens are sufficiently interested to 
insist on having this quality, they can get it 
without paying any extra price. To con- 
demn the entire supply because, say, fifty 
per cent. of it is unsatisfactory and unsafe 
is not encouraging to private enterprise and 
merely results in making milk unpopular as 
a beverage. It is private enterprise both 
in the Free State and in Great Britain that 
has done more than any Government depart- 
ment to improve the public milk supply. 

Much might be done by our Ministry of 
Health not to ensure a pure milk supply, as 
we already have that to a limited extent, but 
to protect the consumer from any supply that 
is not pure. The difficulty in Dublin arises 
from the multitude of small distributors. 
Anyone who has more than a surface know- 
ledge of milk distribution must be driven to. 
the conclusion that the delay of our Ministry 
of Health in putting into force a thoroughly 
efficient Milk Bill is really due to the fact 
that such a bili would put the majority of 
our small distributors entirely out of the

business. The compulsory pasteurisation of 
milk would eliminate the danger of any 
dissemination of bovine tubercle, but would 
not, alone, safeguard risks of infections of 
human origin. One hesitates to state 
the fact bluntly, but one is driven to the 
conclusion that real safety can only. be 
secured where the business of milk distribu- 
tion is sufficiently large to warrant the pro- 
vision, not only of pasteurising plant, but of 
cleansing separators, hottle _ sterilising 
plant, automatic filling and capping 
apparatus, with efficient inspection to 
ensure not only that the milk is properly 
pasteurised, but that no subsequent con- 
tamination is possible until it reaches the 
consumer. 

Such efficient inspection would not be 
possible except at enormous expense to the 
State or the municipality, if all the little 
milk distributors were allowed to set up 
small pasteurising plants, supposing they 
possessed the capital to do so. It would be 
cheaper and more efficient for the State or 
municipality to provide a central milk fac- 
tory to supply the small distributors, and 
prohibit the sale of milk except in bottles 
from the State factory, or from private fac- 
tories that were equipped, managed and sub- 
ject to inspection as thorough and efficient 
as that of the State factory itself. 

Compulsory pasteurisation 1s the only prac- 
tical safeguard for a clean milk supply at the 
present day. Some opponents of pasteurisa- 
tion have advanced the argument that com- 
pulsory pasteurisation would make the 
dealers who practised it careless of the 
original quality of the milk they received. 
That is a purely theoretical idea and against 
all experience of milk pasteurisation on a 
large scale. Compulsory pasteurisation 1s 
bound to result in rationalisation, and ulti- 
mately to eliminate the small dealer who so 
often depends on price-cutting to divert 
attention from the untrustworthy quality of 
his product. The concentration of the 
business of milk distribution into fewer 
hands would enable State or municipal super- 
vision to be carried out more effectively at 
a lower cost. It would also greatly reduce 
the costs of distribution and put an end to

DR. CURTIUS RECEIVES 
AMBASSADORS,

BERLIN, Monday. 

In response to an invitation by Dr. 
Curtius, the British, French and Italian 
Ambassadors to-day visited him, and were 
informed of the details and purpose of the 
Austro-German Customs Convention. 

The Foreign Minister, referring later to 
these conversations, made a statement, 
which, if characterised as unofficial, was, 
nevertheless, sufficiently explicit, to the 
effect that there was no question of repre- 
sentations or protests having been made 
in Berlin. 

The Government's attitude, that no 
international obligations have been 
violated by the agreement, is entirely sup- 
ported by the Berlin evening papers, which 
warmly welcome the agreement as a first 
practicable step towards the consolidation 
of Europe's economic life. 

The Deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung re- 
marks that it will be impossible to find 
th» slightest cause for representations 
against the agreement, and expresses the 
hope that the German and Austrian 
Governments will .how the utmost firm- 
ness in rejecting any Fronch interference 
in their internal affairs.

KILLED. 


MACHINE ON FIRE 
IN FIFE. 


BOMBER ACCIDENT IN 
IRAQ. 


——-- 


. IEUTENANT Alexander Maximilian 
McDowell, R.N. flying officer, Royal 
Air Force, was killed at Leuchars, Fife, 
yesterday, when his machine, a Fairey 5F 
aircraft of the R.A.F. training base, 
Leuchars, came down in flames. 
Lieutenant McDowell, who was the only 
oe of the aircraft was burned to 
ath. 


The machine was seen to be in diffi- 
culties before the accident. 

The accident happened at a lonely spot 
about five miles from St. Andrews. After 
circling around some trees the machine 
crashed with terrific force, the nose being 
buried deeply in the earth. The ’plane 
at the same time burst into flames and 
McDowell, who was trapped in the cock- 
pit, was burned beyond recognition. Only 
the skeleton of the machine remains. 

So' fierce were the flames that pcople 
who were early on the scene were unable to 
approach the wreckage, and a considerable 
time elapsed before the body could be 
recovered. 

An eye-witness, a ploughman, who was 
working in an adjacent field, stated that 
he noticed tho aeroplane flying low over 
the ground. It then rose over some trees 
and afterwards flew back. Te next 
instant it crashed. The ploughman said 
that he saw some part of the machine 
fall away in mid air. When the ’plane 
crashed a great volume of smoke rose and 
the flames leaped fifteen feet in the air. 
He rushed forward to see if he could be of 
assistance to Lieutenant McDowell, but 
noticed that he was bevond aid, and had 
himself to jump back in order to escape 
the flames. 


TWO KILLED IN IRAQ, 


The Air Ministry announces th t as a 
result of an accident near Suleimania, 
Iraq, to a Wapiti aircraft, of No. 55 
Bomber Squadron, Hinaidi, yesterday No. 
335,847, Sergeant William Henry 
Anthony, the pilot, and No. 364,382, 
A. C. I. Robert Hugo Nicholas, were killed. 

This accident with that reported from 
Leuchars, Fife, brings the total of deaths 
in R.A.F. accidents. since January 1 of 
the present year to 29. Of these seven 
have occurred abroad. 


SCHNEIDER RACE

The President and the Chairman of the

Congress men hold that the inquiry into 
alleged police excesses was waived to pre- 
vent unnecessary bitterness, and they 
blame Gandhi for raising the hope that 
the Government on its part would not do 
anything to disturb the truce, and that 
the execution would be stayed during the 
truce. 

The Punjab members of the Legislative 
Assembly met to-day, and proposed that 
the adjournment of the House be moved 
to-morrow as a token of censure of the 
Government s action. 

The Government 's position was stated to 
be that any mercy, or generous treatment 
of prisoners charged with crimes 01 
violence, had been ruled out throughout 
the peace discussion, and, therefore, the 
law had to take its course unhampered.

MR. DE VALERA AND THE 
FARMERS, 
From Ovr POLITICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


The Dail will meet to-morrow, and will ad- 
journ on Friday over the Easter recess, re- 
assembling on April 15th. 

The main business of the coming session 
will be the Estimates. 

This week, when the Land Bill has been 
dealt with, the House will probably take up 
Mr. de Valera’s motion proposing a grant of 
a million pounds for the relief of the farmers. 
The debate on this subject will he interesting 
for several reasons. In the first place it, 
with the amendment put on the paper by the 
Labour Party, appears to have aroused quite 
a sharp controversy between the Labour and 
Fianna Fail Parties, as evidenced by the 
week-end meetings. Then, of course, it is 
known that the Government have already in 
contemplation a scheme for the relief of the 
farmers, and it will be interesting to see to 
what extent Mr. de Valera’s proposal will 
induce the Government to disclose its own 
plan. 

My own information is that the Govern- 
ment will not anticipate the recommendations 
of the De-rating Commission, upon which 
they proposed to found their plans to help 
the farming community. 

The Senate will meet this week also, when 
the chief business will be—if Mr. Richard 
Mulcahy, the Minister for Local Government, 
Is sufficiently improved in health to he 
present—the motion tabled by Sir John 
Keane with regard to the relations between 
the Local Government Department and the 
local councils. 

The Central Fund Bill—although a monev 
bill—can be discussed in the Senate, and 
recommendations made on the general 
financial situation. 

The Town Tenants Bill, which has got a 
rather mixed recepticn, will not come up for 
second reading in the Dail until after Easter. 
The measure is so comprehensive and technica! 
that it 1s certain to occupy a very consider- 
able time. It is of interest to note, in 
connection with this bill, that the operations 


of the Rent Restrictions Act have not been 
fergotten by the promoters. 
affects houses of £30 valnation and under, 
and the control in respect of these will be 
continued for another period. 


LOUGH SWILLY RAILWAY. 


Efforts have been made by deputations to 
Ministers and otherwise to secure the con- 
tinuance of the support of the Free State 
Government to the Lough Swilly Railway, 
which is now in difficulties. The Govern- 
ment is reluctant: to do anything unless the 
Northern Government also lends its assist- 
ance, but it appears the Belfast Govern- 
ment has notified its refusal. In these 
circumstances it 1s not clear what the outcome 
will be. The Government is _ naturally 
anxious to help, but does not see, in view 
of the relations of the railway to the Six 
Counties, why it should shoulder the whole 
burden. 

I understand that the Free State Govern- 
ment would be disposed favourably to con- 
sider a grant of assistance to a butter mar- 
keting organisation to take the place of Irish 
Associated Creameries, Ltd., provided a rea- 
sonable scheme were put forward. ‘The 
Government realises, as.do most le, that 
without some such organisation Frish butter 
is likely to suffer severely during the coming 
season. It is probable that at a meeting to 
be held in Dublin during this week such a 
scheme may be evolved. If it fails to do 
so the outlook for the coming season will 
be very dark, indeed.

Ts death in hospital yesterday of Miss 
Dorothy Lang, ono of those injure’ 
when tke Royal Scot express was wrecked 
near Leighton Buzzard ‘on Sunday 
brought the .umber of victims up to six. 

Miss Lang was the only daughter of the 
late Mr. Peter Lang, a Greenock ship- 
owner. ‘She was educated at Harrogate. 
Sunday was her eighteenth birthday, and, 
with her mother, who was injured in the 
accident, she was returning from a visit 
to Italy. ' 

On inguiry at the Royal Buckingham- 
shire Hospital, Aylesbury, yesterday, it 
was stated that there was no change in 
the condition of the other injured persons 
taken there. i 

Sir Josiah Stamp has received from 
Colonel Sir Clive Wigram, a message on 
behalf of the King and Queen, expressing 
their regret at the unfortunate accident 
and their sympathy with the relatives of 
the dead and with the injured. 

The inquest on the six victims of the 
accident will be opened at Linslade Police 
Station to-day. 


AN EXPERIENCED DRIVER. 

Thomas Henry Hudson, the dead driver, 
was a man of great experience who had 
driven the King and Queen and other 
members of the Royal Family. Only two 
weeks ago he drove the Duchess o1 York.

DUBLIN CITY SCHOOL 
ATTENDANCE. 


The City of Dublin School Attendance 
Department’s report for the year ended De- 
cember 3lst, 1930, states that abnormal rain- 
fall throughout the year seriously affected 
the attendance at the citv schools. Official 
figures showed that rain fell in the borough 
on 217 days. Heavy rains, especially in the 
morning, prevented parents from sending 
delicate and badly-clothed children to school. 

An epidemic of mumps was prevalent in 
the’ city in the early summer. On resuming 
in September, after the vacation, the general 
attendance was exceptionally. good, and the 
outlonk gave promise of a very successful 
school vear. This hope was shattered by an 
outhreak of measles of a virulent tvpe in 
mid-November An immediate drop in the 
attendance was noticeable, and as December 
advanced the. epidemic became acute. 
man schools being almost depleted 
of . pupils. On the 13th of the 
month a pronouncement was made hv 
the Medical Officer for Public Health, recom- 
mending the closing of the city schools as a 
precaution against the spread of the disease. 

The necessity for improved and extended 
accommodation had been repeatedly stressed 
by the School Attendance Committees. + Dr. 
O'Leary, M.B., D.P.H., Chief School Medi- 
cal Officer, Dublin, stated—*‘ There is a crv- 
ing need that the older unhygienie schools 
should be replaced by new and up-to-date 
ones, built, if possible, on open-air lines, 
and that the existing overcrowded modern 
schools shou:d be extended.’”’

THE DRAWING. 

The draw proper is timed to begin at 
10.15 a.m., and will be carried out by the 
twenty picked nurses, who will draw from 
each of the twenty doors in turn. Be- 
tween each draw, the drum will be 
revolved. During the rotation the counter- 
foils will be raised to the top of the drum 
by plates inside the shell. which 
extend about one foot towards the centre 
and run the whole length of the drum. A 
number of these plates are assembled at 
varying positions inside the shell, thus 
forming a series of troughs.

It is generally 
accepted that bovine tuberculosis is imparted 
tq children, and is responsible for a large 
percentages of the glandular, bone and 
abdominal tuberculosis found in the juvenile 
meann This is a very serious matter in 
n a country like this, where the race is so 
susceptible to tuberculosis. One would think 
that in such circumstances the Government 
would take prompt action to introduce legis- 
lation to bring about an improvement : 

Some time ago the Board of our hospital 
(the National Maternity Hospital) passed a 
resolution in favour of such legislation being 
introduced. 

i cannot understand the cause of the de- 
lay. In our own hospital milk is so unreliable 
that we have to recommend artificial foods 
where the natural feeding is not possible. 
In the interests of the health of the nation 
legisl@ion is urgent. : 


FROM COW HOUSE TO CRADLE. 

Dr. W. Boxwett—That clean milk is better 
than dirty milk is axiomatic; but if a 
national supply of clean milk could be pro- 
vided by waving a wand, no doubt it would 
have been provided Jong ago. Hospital 
boards have been bombarded with appeals 
urging the Government to legislate without 
further procrastination in this direction, and 
many enthusiastic people have been disap- 
pointed by the somewhat languid support 
coming from these quarters. The languor is 
explained by two ‘considerations: one is that 
nobody knows what the provisions of any 
bill now being framed are likely to be, and 
the other is that they realise that any legis. 
lation unsupported by a national crusade. like 
the tuberculosis campaign, would be futile. 
vet any law be enacted for the public good, 
and interested people will forthwith set them- 
selves to defeat it. Witness the debauchery 
of the National Health Insurance and the 
Compulsory 
testing of dairy cattle with tuberculin is not 


'guffiicient, for thére are ways by which the 


most conscientious inspector can he hood- 
winked. The problem does not begin and 
end with “starting the milk on its way free 
‘from bovine tubercle bacilli and containing 
only a minimum of ten noxious organisms. 
Milk in warm weather is such an admirable 
cultrous medium for bacteria that it must 
be followed right through from the cow-house 


to the cradle in order to ensure that it is 
reasonably ‘‘clean’’—and not the ‘“‘dirty 
fluid’’ described by Professor Bigger. 


A CLEANLINESS CRUSADE, 


Scientifically Pasteurised milk only partially 
meets the case. Impropertly treated milk, or 
boiled milk, is unpleasant, not to say un- 
wholesome, and children and hospital patients 
generally will not drink it. Side by side with 
any legislation in the matter of clean milk 
must go a general cleanliness crusade. The 
most perfect milk on a summer's day 15 
ruined by dipping into it an unwashed mug 
taken from the patient’s bedside, What it is 
necessary to inculcate is that such an action 
is disgusting, apart from being dangerous. 

A common custom in the country is to start 
the farm-yar@ pump, with its defective leather 
sucker, by Bar a jugful of water down 
the tube. This water is conveniently taken 
from the tub’ or trough at the foet of the 
pump. Js it any wonder that the milk col- 
lected. from such farms contains an undesir- 
able quantity of bacterial flora? 

Apart from bevine tuberculosis, the most 
dangerous types of contamination oceur in 
transist—in distribution—and through do- 
mestic uncleanliness, and legislation ¢apable 
of coping with these difficulties is a thing to 
stagger the imagination. A broken link in an 
aseptic chain usually means destruction of the 
final product, and even the ‘clean milk ” of 
our dreams may be converted into a highly 
poisonous liquid if left standing over-night in 
a dirty jug. 

Handled seriously, the ridding of milk of 
tuberculosis would be a simple matter by 
itself. Accidental contamination is the major 
problem. Until the people are roused and 
made to realise the danger for themselves any 
Government is powerless; and no doubt our 
Government realises this as clearly as any~ 
body else. Cleanliness is a form of godliness, 
and much harder to attain—even by Act of 
Parliament. What seems to be called for is 
a campaign to preach cleanliness in the 
schools, in pre-natal clinics, in welfare 
centres, in hospitals—from the house-tops 
generally; so that, when “ clean milk”’ is 
provided by legislation, controlling the dairies 
and distributing centres, our people may 
realise its priceless possession, and kpow 
instinctively how to lake care of it. 


BEHIND THE TIME. 


Dr. H. Moogg— There is no doubt about 
the opinion on this subject. It is most in 
tense. Every doctor feels that a bill to secure 
clean and pure milk should be introduced at 
once. 

A great. deal of the abdominal tuberculosis 
met with im children is due to tubercle in the 
milk. We are rather behind time in our 
methods. in relation to clean milk in this 
country, and the sooner we bring these 
methods up to date the better. Experiments 
in Germany, England and America go to 
show that by having milk properly looked 
alter and cows inspected for tuberculosis you 
would not alone diminish the incidence of 
tuberculosis, especially glandular and abdo- 
minal tuberculosis in children, but vou would 
also save .te a large extent infant lives, 
especially in the summer; when children are 
attacked by summer diarrhoea and -such 
diseases, caused by unclear milk. 

There should be introduced methods of in- 
specting dairies and milk herds. Every doctor 
is keen on this question, and we are all 
anxious to have a Clean Milk Bill introduced. 
as 1$ would be of such benefit to the health of 
the community. 


SUFFERING OHILDREN. 

Dr. Cotman M. Saunpers— Undoubtedly 
legislation is most urgently needed to deal 
with this question of dirty milk. At the present 
moment milk may be produced in filthy con- 
ditions, and even from diseased animals, and 
sold to be given to children, If it were boiled 
or pasteurised it would: alter matters, but 
naturally everybody does not do that, and 
consequently children are given milk contain. 
ing live disease germs which cause unneces- 
sary suffering. So far as we can estimate 
about twenty-three per cent.—that is. roughly, 
one-fourth of the tuberculesis in children up 
ban age of fifteen years, is due to infected 
milk. 

In the various children’s hospitals with 
which I am associated in Dublin I see a lot 
of these cases, and a great deal of suffering 
caused by tuberculosis of the gland and 
abdomen could be eliminated if there were 
legislation making it impossible to sell milk 
infected or dirty.

‘The effect of 
the present competition was to  stultify 
progress and endanger the st.ndard of life of 
the workpeo 4 in indust;~ and it was 
expensive.

A 'BUS BOARD. 

The bill aimed ag public ownership and 
efficient management, and it was essential 
that the combined concerns should pay their 
way, so as not to involve any subsidy from 
the State, or from municipal funds.

ing of this kind, and it was, therefore, 
oposed to set up a “Bus Board, somewhat 
on the lines of the Central Electricity Board.

MOTION FOR REJECTION. 


Sir Fhilip Cunliffe-Lister moved as an 
amendment — ** That this House, whilst 
willing to consider any sound scheme for the 
co-ordination of London traffic, declines to 
give a second reading to a bill which pro- 
vides for the nationalisation of London 
passenger transport, deprives local authorities 
of control in respect of their various under- 
takings, takes the property of private owners 
out of their rae sá Ives them no option of 
sale, vests in the Minister of 'Transport 
bureaucratic powers, and constitutes him— 
and not a Judicial Tribunal—the Court of 
Appeal in such important matters as the 
provision or withdrawal of traffic services 
and facilities.” 

Mr. Fielden, speaking for the chairmen 
and general managers of the four main line 
railway companies concerned with London 
suburban traffic, said that the provisions in 
the bill were inadequate to ensure proper co- 
ordination between the services provided by 
the Board and the main Jine companies. 

Sir Kingsley Wood said that the only lecal 


-authorities who would give active support to 


this bill were the Borough Councils of Poplar, 
Shoreditch, Stepney, Bermondesy, and ‘others 
of that order. The real father of the bill was 
the Fabian Society. and .it twin brother was 
the mess-and-mnddle Coal Act. (Laughter.) 
The scheme was a crazy experiment in 
nationalisation.

BID TO CURTAIL 
ECONOMY CUTS. 


—_ 


HE second annual conference of the 
“1 Civil Service Clerical Association was 

opened last night at Wynn's Hotel, 
Dnblin, and was atended by a very large 
number of delegates from all parts of the 
Irish Free State. 

The bonus “cut” and prohibitions of pro- 
motion were the chief grievances under dis- 
cussion. 

The President, Mr. Sean O Conaor,:in the 
course of his address, said that the bonus, 
which was. introduced eleven. years ago to 
kcep, salaries on a level with the rapid 
fluctuations in prices, had now been so re- 
duced that it was impossible for the lower 
gtade civil servants to maintain. their. stan- 
dards of living. Sacrifices were necessary in 
the interests of national economy and, while 
vivil servants were willing to share in them, 
they refused to be the only victims of the 
economy Campaign. 

The Association had, he said, taken steps 
to remedy the matter. 
had been made acquainted with 
economy anomalies, and it was hoped that 
something useful would come out of the 
Dai! debate on the bonus. 


DAIL SUPPORT PROMISED. 


Mr. A. Heron, the General Secretary, in 
submitting the annual report, said that he 
had suceeeded in making it known to the 
general public that the bonus was not a free 
gift from the gods, but was part of the Civil 
Servants’ imeome, subject to automatic and 
recurrent reductions. The cost of living 
honugs was the subject of a motion in the 
Dail. The Labour and Fianna Fail Parties 
had definitely decided to support the motion, 
and a number of members of the Government 
Party had also expressed t' -mselves in favour 
of it. He thought that if it were left to a 
free vote the motion would be passed. 

The President, on behalf of the Executive 
Council, moved a resolution calling for the 
appointment of a commission of inquiry into 
the method of computation and application 
to salaries of the cost of living bonus, and 
said that its adoption wou'd show that the 
motion at present on t>e order paper of the 
Dail, which was simtas in cha-acter, had the 
support of their Asa ciaticn He pointed 
out that they were asking for no concession 
So confident were they ot their case that 
they were prepared to submit it to any body 
that might be nominated by the Dail. 

A resolution was adopted favouring pen 
sions for the dependents of dereased civil 
servants. 

The public session of the Conference then 
concluded, and the meeting wil! be continued 
t«-day in private.

STATISTICS. 


“ADVERSE” BALANCE 
~~ FALLACIES. 


Balance’ was read by Mr. James P. 

Colbert, of the Agricultural Credit 
Corporation, before the weekly meeting of 
the Dublin Rotary Club yesterday in Clery's 
Restaurant. 

The. sole concern of the paper, he said, 
was not with the statistics of the trading 
-rosition, but with the interpretation of the 
statistics. There seemed to be a woeful 
poverty of analysis behind most of the 

ular comment on the figurés of our ex- 
ernal trade. — His object was to dispel an 
error oil too frequently met with in regard 
to wht was called the ‘‘adverse”’ trade 
tance. 

Many people believed, that one of our 
major economic problems was to bring about 
an equiiibrium as between exports and im- 
ports of meryiwidise, and that we could 
not even begin té regard ourselves on the 
road to prosperit:’ until the adverse trade 
balance was wiped out. He suspected that 
there were some people who, despite every 
evi ice to the contrary, regarded the 
exil nce of an adverse trade balance as a 
pr that this country was not able to pay 
its Way. 

If the extent of the adverse trade balance 
were to be taken as a measure of our in- 
ability to pay our way, then it seemed pretty 
clear that the Free State should have been 
bankrupt long ago. 

The ability of this country to go 
ear after year importing more goods than 
it! exported was, of course, due to the fact 
that it was in the fortunate position of being 
a creditor nation. The Free State occupied 
a position amongst nations similar to that of 
a member of the idle rich among individuals. 
It was enabled to produce more than it 
consumed, because it had dividends on ac- 
cumulated savings (invested abroad) to live

If one took the vield of 5 per cent. al 
a venture this would give a gross annual 
income from dividends amounting to 
£12,500,000. At 4 per cent. the return 
would be £10,000,00°, which was a very 
substantial sum for a small country such as 
ours: It was very possible that a rise or a 
fall in the amount of our ‘‘ adverse” trade 
balance might, in fact,’ mean quite the 
opposite of what it was generally taken tc 
mean. For example, an increase in the 


‘‘adverse’’ trade balance might be due to 
an expansjon of our ‘‘invisible”’ exports 
arising possibly from increased dividends on 
our foreign investments. Conversely, a. fall 
in the balance might be due to a contraction 
in dividends from abroad, in which case it 
would be a distinctly unfavourable develop- 


ment, wholly undeserving of the self- 
congratulation with which such a movement 
was usually welcomed. i 

He would go so far as to say that, if any 
of the separate statistics of our external 
trade were to be taken as an index of 
national prosperity, the figure of imports of 
merchandise was a better index of national! 
prosperity than the balance between imports 
and exports. That was to say, it would he 
sounder reasoning to take the value of im- 
orts as a measure of the external purchasing 
power of the Free State, and, if imports 
went up, to take it as a sign Of prosperity, 
and if it went down as a sign of retrogres- 
sion, connoting respectively an increase. and 
a diminution in our ability to buy goods 
from abroad. 

He was not, however, going to commit 
himself to this bald proposition. The truth 
was that all these statistics had to be handled 
munch more delicately. Jt was impossible to 
say whether or no a movement in imports, 


it was known whether the sur- 


tion, unless 
plus of our external investments had in- 


creased. decreased, or remained unchanced 
during the same. period. It was quite possib'e 
that pn increase in imports or an increace in 
the “‘adverse’’ trade balance might be 
distinctly healthy sign. indicative of an &s- 
nansion in the external purchasing power of 
the nation. 


SAVINGS ABROAD. 


In the absence of. any elaborate statistic: 


cbtain a rough and ready guide from the 
cuantity of imports of a semi-luxury nature. 
This indication, however, should be checked 
up with the figures relating to ovr foreign 
investments in order to ascertain whether an 
increase in the standard of living had been 
bronght about by a net realisation of capital 
assets. or, on the other hand, in order to 
decide whether a lowering of the standard 
of consumption had been accompanied by an 
increased accumulation of external invest- 
rents. 

As regards changes in the volume of 
savings abroad, a rough guide might he 
obtained from the movements from year to 
year in the total of the cash resources. money 
market loans, Treasury bills and investments 
of. the Trish banks. 

In order to construct a conclusion as to 
changes in the national prosperity from the 
trade statistics at present available. it would 
he necessary to take into aécount at least 
four items—namely, physical volume and 
value of exports and physical volume and 
value of imports. In interpreting the figures, 
the physical volume of .exports might be 
taken as a basic indicator, But an increase 
in the item would have to be discounted if 
it noneared that export prices had fallen in 
relation to imnort prices and rice versa. As 
regards physical volume. of imports, the 
governing consideration should be that an 
increase was to be taken as a favourable 
indication (denoting an expansion in purchas- 
ing power) 1n the absence of evidence to the 
contrary derived from figures bearing on 
volume of externa! investments. In the 
case of the Free State he, for one, would be 
extremely suspicious of any estimates, on 
whatever authority, which purported to sup- 
port the popular notion that the Free State has 
been partly living on its capital for a period 
of vears. Certainly, there could be no 
justification for making statements regard- 
ing the “- adverse ” trade balance.
